_>xuring forestry, students had the opportunity to walk in the 
woods and learn about trees and how to identify them. Mr. Garber 
taught the students how to identify trees by the bark and their 
leaves. Students also spent some time in the classroom learning 
about the woods from our workbooks and by playing vocal games.
